OF  THE 

COMMISSIONER  GENERAL  OF  IMMIGRATION 


Department  of  Labor, 
Bureau  of  Immigration, 

Washington,  June  30,  1926. 

Sir:  The  past  year  in  immigration  activities  has  been  a  notable 
one  both  in  contributing  to  the  better  enforcement  of  our  laws  and  in 
arousing  public  interest  in  what  has  frequently  been  referred  to  as 
"the  world-old  problem  of  immigration."  Never  has  the  pulse  of 
migration  to  the  New  World  been  so  well  regulated  as  under  the 
present  laws,  not  only  from  the  standpoint  of  our  own  country's 
welfare  but  also  with  due  regard  to  the  alien  applicant.  The  Immi- 
gration Service,  under  your  humane  and  intelligent  administration  of 
the  department,  has  achieved  a  degree  of  popular  esteem  hitherto 
unattained. 

Realizing,  as  immigration  officials  have  in  times  past  been  com- 
pelled to  realize,  that  strict  enforcement  of  the  immigration  measures 
was  generally  met  with  hostility  from  certain  elements  of  the  popula- 
tion and  accompanied  oftentimes  by  unfavorable  press  comments, 
administrative  officers  have  felt  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by 
law  to  be  of  a  peculiarly  difficult  nature.  But  to-day,  with  the  so- 
called  "hardship"  cases  greatly  reduced  in  number  and  for  the  most 
part  kept  away  from  our  ports  of  entry  through  the  efforts  of  Amer- 
ican consular  officers  abroad,  assisted  by  immigration  technical 
advisers  and  Public  Health  Service  medical  examiners,  the  difficulties 
of  administration  have  appreciably  lessened.  As  the  foreign  inspec- 
tion is  further  extended  and  coordinated,  there  will  be  a  still 
greater  reduction  in  the  number  of  aliens  found  inadmissible  on 
arrival  in  the  United  States  and  a  corresponding  decrease  in  causes 
for  complaint  by  the  alien  applicant  and  his  friends.  It  has  seemed 
heretofore  that  too  seldom  has  the  Government's  side  of  the  case 
been  set  forth  in  answer  to  the  complaint  in  the  press  of  a  rejected 
alien,  and  that  administrative  steps  have  not  been  taken  to  lessen 
such  complaints;  and  it  is,  therefore,  gratifying  to  observe  the  much 
fairer  public  attitude  toward  immigration  matters  that  is  the  rule 
to-day.  With  your  continued  support,  it  is  my  aim  to  still  further 
promote  measures  that  will  minimize  the  necessity  for  detentions  and 
exclusions  at  ports  of  arrival  in  the  United  States.  This  can  be  done 
without  any  lessening  in  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  which  Congress 
has  passed,  and  which  it  is  our  duty  to  enforce. 

Indicative  of  the  wide  public  interest  in  the  immigration  problem 
the  past  year  have  been  the  news  and  editorial  comment  in  the  daily 
press,  and  the  numerous  articles,  many  of  them  decidedly  interesting, 
appearing  in  the  popular  magazines.  The  news  services  recognize 
the  value  of  immigration  material  and  display  a  growing  friendliness 
toward  officials  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  administering  the 
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immigration  laws.  Unfair  newspaper  comment  has  seldom  appeared, 
as  compared  with  former  times,  and  when  such  misrepresentations 
have  appeared  there  has  generally  been  a  willingness  on  the  part  of 
the  publishers  to  correct  erroneous  statements.  All  this  points  to  a 
better  public  appreciation  of  the  problems  of  administration,  as  well 
as  to  a  better  handling  of  such  problems  by  the  administrative 
machinery. 

But  there  is  also  observable  in  the  thought  of  the  country,  as  set 
forth  in  the  press,  a  significant  demand  for  continued  enforcement 
and  strengthening  of  the  immigration  machinery,  and  even  for  further 
legislative  safeguards  in  this  connection.  In  fact,  indications  are 
not  lacking  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  representative  American 
public  for  an  extension  of  existing  quota  restrictions  to  certain 
countries  of  this  hemisphere  which  have  not  heretofore  been  limited 
by  quotas.  Apparently  the  thought  of  the  country  at  large  has 
crystallized  upon  the  proposition  of  limited  immigration  and  has 
reached  a  conclusion  that  restricted  immigration,  admittedly  good 
in  some  directions,  would  likewise  prove  beneficial  in  other  directions 
and  should  be  more  broadly  extended  than  at  present.  Indeed, 
it  seems  strange  that  it  should  have  taken  so  long  for  such  a  self- 
evident  policy  of  fostering  American  institutions  and  protecting 
the  welfare  of  the  American  public  to  have  recommended  itself  to  a 
people  that  has  always  prospered  under  a  wise  doctrine  of  tariff 
regulation  and  other  measures  designed  to  preserve  American  stand- 
ards of  living.  When  the  widespread  general  prosperity  that  exists 
throughout  this  country  to-day  is  considered  and  compared  with  the 
unfavorable  industrial  and  economic  condition  of  many  foreign 
peoples,  Americans  should  be  grateful  to  the  Providence  that  has 
guided  them  in  protecting  the  American  wage  standard  from  the 
unfair,  not  to  say  impossible,  standard  that  would  be  the  outcome  of 
the  leveling  process  resulting  from  unrestricted  introduction  of 
foreign  peoples.  It  is  something  like  this  that  Americans  have 
seen  and  realized,  and  is  responsible  for  the  general  public  attitude 
toward  immigration  regulation.  It  is,  in  other  words,  becoming  clear 
in  this  country  that  our  prosperity  is  not  merely  a  general  prosperity, 
but  a  general  prosperity  of  individuals,  making  the  great  mass  of  the 
people  the  recipients  of  good  wages  and  thus  conferring  upon  them 
the  ability  to  themselves  absorb  the  vast  output  of  American  indus- 
tries which  thus  do  not  have  to  depend  upon  a  foreign  market.  We 
are,  therefore,  all  committed  to  upholding  American  wage  standards, 
and  to  this  end  the  Immigration  Service  of  the  Department  of  Labor 
in  enforcing  the  acts  of  Congress  has  made  a  wonderful  contribution 
to  our  present-day  prosperity.  It  would  seem  that  any  future  legisla- 
tion that  may  be  advocated  must  necessarily  be  considered  by  the 
Congress  in  the  light  of  such  satisfactory  results  as  have  already  been 
attained.  I  fail  to  see  anything  in  these  results  to  justify  a  departure 
from  the  present  restrictive  policy  toward  any  larger  quotas.  In  fact, 
while  strongly  advocating  that  there  be  no  enlargement  of  the  exist- 
ing quota  limitations,  thought  might  well  be  given  to  curtailing  the 
numbers  that  now  may  come  in  annually  without  quota  restriction 
from  certain  countries  of  the  New  World.  From  an  administrative 
point  of  view,  there  are  no  difficulties  in  the  way  of  such  further 
quota  restriction  that  could  not  be  overcome,  and  the  results  appear 
altogether  desirable. 
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The  past  3Tear  has  seen  more  successful  enforcement  of  the  immigra- 
tion laws  than  any  heretofore,  and  there  are  several  causes  contribut- 
ing to  this  measure  of  success.  The  second  year  of  experience  with 
the  immigration  act  of  1924  has  enabled  all  officials  concerned  to 
perfect  a  better  organization  and  ways  and  means  for  better  adminis- 
tration; the  various  transportation  interests  have  also  gained  added 
experience  under  the  act  and  have  shown  increasing  care  in  comply- 
ing with  its  terms. 

Under  the  early  immigration  acts,  and  before  the  quota  restrictions, 
the  problem  before  immigration  officials  was  difficult  enough  but, 
compared  with  present-day  laws,  relatively  simple.  Arriving  aliens 
were,  so  far  as  their  great  numbers  permitted,  carefully  examined  to 
determine  whether  they  were  members  of  certain  excluded  classes. 
Those  who  could  not  qualify  were  sent  back.  Aliens  found  to  be 
unlawfully  in  the  country  were  taken  into  custody  and  deported  on 
warrant.  But  these  problems,  difficult  enough  to  cope  with,  were 
immeasurably  aggravated  by  the  limiting  of  the  numbers  of  aliens 
that  might  come  in  any  fiscal  year.  Immediately  there  arose  the 
problem  of  coping  with  the  alien  smuggler,  and  there  was  no  force 
organized  to  guard  our  borders  and  seacoasts  apart  from  the  regular 
immigration  forces,  which  already  were  fully  engaged.  For  two 
years  now  the  service  has  been  supplemented  by  an  immigration 
land-border  and  seacoast  patrol;  and  the  success  that  this  force  has 
attained  in  holding  back  those  who  would  enter  unlawfully  while  the 
regular  immigration  officials  have  pursued  their  usual  duties  has  been 
remarkable. 

FOREIGN   SERVICE 

One  of  the  chief  causes  contributing  to  the  success  of  the  present- 
day  administration  of  the  immigration  laws  is  the  establishment  of  a 
foreign  service;  in  other  words,  the  detailing  of  experienced  immi- 
gration officers  to  American  consulates  abroad  in  the  capacity  of 
technical  advisers  on  immigration  matters.  At  the  same  time,  the 
Surgeon  General  of  the  Public  Health  Service  has  detailed  medical 
examiners,  similarly,  to  the  American  consulates  to  advise  upon 
mental  and  physical  defects  under  the  immigration  laws.  There  are 
now  21  immigration  technical  advisers  at  consulates  abroad:  In  Eng- 
land 4,  Norway  2,  Ireland  3,  Scotland  1,  Belgium  1,  Netherlands  1, 
Poland  1,  Denmark  1,  Germany  5,  and  Sweden  2. 

With  the  extension  of  this  system  there  has  been  a  marked  decrease 
in  rejections  at  ports  of  arrival  in  this  country;  significantly  so  at  the 
port  of  New  York,  where  the  largest  number  of  European  travelers 
thus  examined  applies  for  entry.  So  successful  has  this  method  of 
inspection  been  that  only  1,544  aliens  out  of  a  total  of  270,074  apply- 
ing at  that  port  have  been  excluded,  or  less  than  six-tenths  of  1  per 
cent,  while  in  the  previous  year,  before  this  system  had  been  fairly 
under  way,  3,606  aliens,  or  1.2  per  cent,  were  deported  out  of  a  total 
of  276,646.  It  is  conceivable,  therefore,  that  from  year  to  year,  with 
the  consequent  perfecting  of  the  method,  a  still  smaller  number  of 
rejections  will  accompany  arrival  at  United  States  ports.  This  is  the 
end  toward  which  the  service  has  been  working  and  it  has,  in  a  large 
measure,  been  accomplished.

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The  system  has  been  of  untold  advantage  in  reducing  the  com- 
plaints which  always  attended  the  so-called  "visitor  cases,"  in  that  it 
has  permitted  the  examination  and  release  direct  from  the  ship  of 
aliens  of  the  nonimmigrant  classes,  regardless  of  the  accommoda- 
tions in  which  they  arrived.  The  only  nonimmigrant  aliens  required 
by  this  Government  to  be  sent  to  the  Ellis  Island  Immigration 
Station  for  examination  are  those  who  arrive  in  the  third  or  steerage 
class  and  whose  cases  have  not  been  passed  upon  by  technical  advis- 
ers prior  to  embarkation. 

At  this  point  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  state  that  an  effort  has  been 
made  by  the  bureau  to  recommend  for  detail  abroad  as  technical 
advisers  only  those  who  have  had  extended  or  specialized  experience 
fitting  them  for  such  independent  advisory  duty. 

ADMISSION    OF   ALIENS 

In  the  past  fiscal  year  304,488  immigrant  and  191,618  nonimmigrant 
aliens  entered  the  United  States,  making  a  total  of  admissions  of 
496,106.  Against  this,  76,992  emigrant  and  150,763  nonemigrant 
aliens,  a  total  of  227,755,  left  the  United  States.  The  actual  increase 
in  population  through  immigration,  therefore,  was  268,351,  as 
compared  with  an  increase  in  1925  of  232,945,  in  1924  of  662,557,  in 
1923  of  472,820,  and  in  1922  of  87,121. 

In  addition  to  the  496,106  aliens  admitted  during  the  year,  20,550 
applicants  were  denied  admission  and  1,030,679  alien  seamen  were 
examined,  making  a  total  of  1,547,335  aliens  accorded  immigration 
inspection  in  1926.  The  number  of  all  classes  inspected  in  the 
previous  fiscal  year  was  1,488,051,  or  59,284  less  than  during  the  fiscal 
year  just  closed. 

Of  the  304,488  immigrant  aliens  admitted  in  1926,  the  countries  of 
northwestern  Europe,  mainly  Germany,  Irish  Free  State,  and  Great 
Britain,  sent  126,437,  or  41.5  per  cent,  and  southern  and  eastern 
Europe  only  29,125,  or  9.6  per  cent.  Canada  contributed  91,019,  or 
29.9  per  cent,  of  the  total  immigrants  for  the  year;  Mexico,  43,316,  or 
14.2  per  cent;  and  the  other  countries,  14,591,  or  4.8  per  cent.  While 
Canada  and  Mexico  continued  to  furnish  the  bulk  of  immigration, 
neither  country  being  subject  to  quota  restrictions,  there  was  a 
decrease  in  the  past  year  of  9,876  from  the  former  and  an  increase  of 
10,352  from  the  latter,  compared  to  the  year  1925,  when  100,895 
immigrants  came  from  Canada  and  32,964  from  Mexico. 

One  of  the  outstanding  facts  shown  by  the  statistical  record  of 
the  year  is  the  seemingly  more  permanent  character  of  immigration 
under  the  quota  law.  There  were  10,174  more  immigrant  aliens 
admitted  in  1926  than  in  1925,  while  the  total  emigrant  aliens  de-" 
parted  in  1926  was  15,736  less  than  the  number  of  the  same  class 
leaving  the  country  in  the  year  1925.  In  other  words,  only  25 
emigrants  left  for  every  100  immigrants  admitted  in  the  past  fiscal 
year.  This  is  against  26  emigrant  aliens  departed  for  every  100 
immigrant  aliens  admitted  in  the  five-year  period  1921-1925;  55  for 
every  100  in  1916-1920;  and  32  for  every  100  in  1911-1915.  In  the 
case  of  several  peoples,  namely,  Bulgarian,  Chinese,  Cuban,  East 
Indian,  Greek;,  Italian,  Magyar,  and  Turkish,  the  number  leaving 
during  these  periods  was  more  than  one-half  as  great  as  the  number 
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admitted  to  the  United  States.  Among  the  peoples  showing  relatively 
a  small  number  of  emigrants  are  the  German,  Hebrew,  Irish,  Mexican, 
Scotch,  and  Welsh.1 

REJECTION    AT    PORT    OF    ARRIVAL 

During  the  past  year  20,550  aliens  were  found  on  arrival  to  be 
subject  to  the  excluding  provisions  of  the  immigration  laws  and  were 
accordingly  refused  admission  to  the  United  States.  Over  six- 
sevenths  of  this  number  were  turned  back  at  the  land-border  stations, 
the  others  having  been  rejected  at  the  seaports.  More  efficient  sifting 
of  aliens  abroad  is  shown  in  the  percentage  of  rejections  at  the  sea- 
ports compared  with  previous  years.  In  the  year  1926  only  nine- 
tenths  of  1  per  cent  of  the  total  applicants  at  the  seaports  were 
rejected,  or  2,987  aliens  debarred  out  of  331,918  applicants.  This  is 
against  1.6  per  cent  in  1925  when  4,877  were  denied  admission  out  of 
302,542  applying,  and  1.7  per  cent,  or  9,915  out  of  574,244,  in  the 
fiscal  year  1924.  The  major  portion,  or  79  per  cent,  of  the  total 
rejections  at  the  seaports  in  the  year  1926  was  on  account  of  lack  of 
proper  visa  under  the  immigration  act  of  1924,  and  represented  largely 
stowaways  and  seamen  seeking  permanent  admission,  as  indicated 
by  the  large  proportion  of  males  among  the  debarred.  During  the 
past  year,  of  the  applicants  for  admission  who  had  secured  proper 
visas  from  American  consuls,  less  than  two  out  of  every  thousand,  or 
two-tenths  of  1  per  cent,  were  found  inadmissible. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  aliens  debarred  from 
entering  the  United  States  at  the  land-border  stations  and  the  seaports 
during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1926,  by  principal  causes  and  sex:

ORIENTAL   IMMIGRATION 

The  number  of  Japanese  aliens  admitted  for  the  year  1926  was 
5,778.  While  this  figure  is  greater  than  the  number  of  Japanese 
entering  the  country  in  the  year  1925,  there  were  84  fewer  newcomers 
for  permanent  residence,  or  immigrant  aliens,  than  were  admitted  in 
the  previous  year.  The  excess  admissions  of  this  race  during  the 
past  year  over  the  preceding  one  were  largely  returning  residents, 
3,254  Japanese  of  this  class  having  been  admitted  in  1926  compared 
with  2,010  in  1925.

With  especial  reference  to  Chinese  cases  the  situation  has  some- 
what clarified  during  the  past  year.  During  the  fiscal  year  1926 
there  was  admitted  to  the  United  States  a  total  of  8,622  Chinese 
aliens,  as  against  a  total  of  9,551  admitted  during  the  fiscal  year 
1925.  These  figures  include  5,583  transits,  393  temporary  visitors, 
and  1,757  resident  Chinese  returning  from  temporary  visits  abroad 
during  the  year  1926,  as  against  6,336  transits,  422  temporary  visitors, 
and  1,975  returning  resident  Chinese,  during  the  year  1925. 

The  largest  class  of  Chinese  admitted  to  this  country  consists  of 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  2,396  having  been  admitted  in  the 
fiscal  year  1926  as  against  3,023  in  1925.  This  is  a  surprising  con- 
dition, in  view  of  the  fact  that  Chinese  can  not  be  naturalized  and 
the  number  of  Chinese  women  in  this  country  is  small,  so  that  it  is 
physically  impossible  for  any  considerable  number  of  Chinese  to  have 
been  born  here.  Many,  doubtless  the  majority,  have  secured  admis- 
sion through  false  testimony  in  courts  or  before  the  immigration 
officers  at  the  ports  of  entry.  Most  of  the  newly  arriving  citizens 
are  sons  of  fathers  who  were  born  in  the  United  States. 

Although  it  is  probable  that  many  Chinese  succeed  in  gaining 
admission  on  fraudulent  claims,  the  control  of  Chinese  immigration 
is  generally  well  in  hand.  )  The  Chinese  population  of  the  United 
States  is  decreasing  and  the  number  who  secure  admission  is  neg- 
ligible compared  to  the  number  that  would  undoubtedly  arrive  if 
the  present  restrictions  were  removed.  The  smuggling  of  Chinese 
over  the  land  boundaries,  which  was  a  vexatious  problem  in  the 
past,  has  been  greatly  reduced  through  the  vigorous  and  effective 
campaign  of  the  border  patrol. 

The  problem  now  presented  is  the  detection  of  the  fraudulent 
cases  among  the  applicants  for  admission  at  the  ports  of  entry.  In 
the  cases  of  sons  of  citizens  and  the  minor  children  of  merchants, 
the  question  of  relationship  may  be  determined  only  through  long, 
involved  examinations  covering  family  history,  relationship,  village 
life,  and  other  matters  which  should  be  of  common  knowledge  to 
the  applicant  and  his  witnesses. 
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MEXICAN   IMMIGRATION 

The  total  Mexican  immigration  to  the  United  States  during  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1926,  was  59,785,  comprising  42,G38 
immigrant  aliens,  or  newcomers  for  permanent  residence  in  this 
country,  and  17,147  nonimmigrants,  aliens  of  the  temporary  class, 
either  coming  for  a  visit  of  less  than  a  year  or  returning  after  a  short 
absence  from  the  United  States.  During  the  same  period,  5,337 
Mexican  aliens  left  the  United  States,  practically  all  going  to  Mexico, 
3,158  being  of  the  emigrant  class  and  2,179  of  the  nonemigrant  class. 
The  net  increase  contributed  by  Mexico  to  the  alien  population  of 
the  United  States  in  the  year  just  ended  was  54,448.  This  is  9,430 
more  than  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  1925  when  the  excess  of  the 
Mexican  aliens  admitted  over  departed  was  45,018. 

While  the  real  immigration  of  Mexicans — immigrant  aliens — during 
the  last  fiscal  year  exceeded  that  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year  by  10,260, 
or  nearly  32  per  cent,  it  was  less  than  one-half  the  number  of  the  same 
class  admitted  in  the  fiscal  year  1924  and  about  two-thirds  of  that 
for  the  year  1923.  The  number  of  Mexican  immigrant  aliens  admit- 
ted during  these  four  years  was  42,638  in  1926,  32,378  in  1925, 
87,648  in  1924,  and  62,709  in  1923. 

The  fundamental  reason  for  the  flow  of  Mexican  immigrants  to 
the  United  States  is  the  same  one  which  for  nearly  a  century  has 
attracted  European  aliens  to  our  country — higher  wages,  better 
living  conditions,  more  tranquillity;  in  short,  greater  opportunity. 
The  immigration  act  of  1924  has  curtailed  the  supply  of  common 
laborers,  thereby  increasing  the  demand,  and  the  Mexican  laborer, 
favored  by  the  nonquota  provisions  of  the  act,  is  profiting  by  the 
situation  thus  created.  Another  potent  factor  inducing  Mexican 
immigration  is  the  proximity  of  the  United  States,  a  circumstance 
which  makes  for  an  especially  large  movement  from  the  border 
States  of  Mexico  to  the  United  States. 

The  immigration  statistics  also  show  that  two-thirds  of  the  Mexican 
immigrants  admitted  during  the  past  year  were  over  21  years  of  age, 
and  that  six-sevenths  of  these  were  males.  The  ratio  of  all  minors 
and  adult  females  to  adult  males  is  approximately  4  to  5.  Only  one 
person  out  of  every  four  was  going  to  join  his  immediate  family  or 
other  relatives  already  established  in  the  United  States,  and  in  addi- 
tion the  male  married  were  three  times  the  number  of  female  married. 
These  facts  indicate  that  many  of  the  Mexican  wage  earners  are  com- 
ing alone,  leaving  their  families  in  Mexico. 

Of  the  42,638  Mexican  immigrant  aliens  admitted  in  the  year 
1925-26,  the  unskilled  workers  predominate;  26,199  being  classed  as 
common  laborers,  367  as  farm  laborers,  and  564  as  servants.  The 
professional  class  numbered  only  408,  while  2,785  were  skilled, 
840  miscellaneous;  and  11,475  had  no  occupation,  including  women 
and  children.  As  to  the  sex,  age,  and  conjugal  condition  of  these 
Mexican  immigrants,  33,304  were  male  and  9,334  female;  4,856  were 
under  16  years  of  age;  9,694  were  from  16  to  21  years  old,  and  28,088 
were  adults.  The  male  single  numbered  17,974  and  the  female  single 
4,326;  the  male  married,  14,828,  and  the  female  married,  3,948; 
the  male  widowed,  497,  and  female  1,049.  There  were  5  male  and 
11  female  divorced. 
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The  59,785  Mexicans  recorded  in  the  immigration  statistics  as 
admitted  during  the  past  fiscal  year  do  not  by  any  means  represent 
the  alien  movement  over  the  southern  land  border,  as  during  the 
year  6,300,000,  in  round  numbers,  or  an  average  of  over  one-half 
million  aliens  a  month,  went  back  and  forth  over  the  Mexican  border. 

The  census  report  shows  that  in  1890  the  foreign-born  population 
of  the  United  States  included  77,853  persons  born  in  Mexico.  Based 
on  this  figure,  at  2  per  cent  the  annual  quota  for  Mexico  would  be 
1,557,  if  Mexico  were  to  be  limited  by  quota  as  European  countries 
are  under  the  present  law. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1926  a  total  of  60,620  natives  of  Mexico  was 
admitted  to  the  United  States.  Practically  all  (98  per  cent)  of  these 
were  Mexicans.  As  approximately  96  per  cent  of  this  total  were 
admitted  as  nonquota  immigrants  under  section  4(c)  (natives  of 
Mexico),  58,195,  less  the  annual  quota  of  1,557,  would  have  been 
affected  had  Mexico  been  a  quota  country  during  the  past  year. 
Undoubtedly,  had  the  number  admissible  been  limited  by  the  quota, 
many  of  those  who  came  in  under  section  4(c)  could  have  and  would 
have  been  admitted  under  other  exempt  classes. 

A  total  of  1,480  (915  male  and  565  female)  aliens  of  the  Mexican 
race  was  debarred  from  entering  the  United  States.  The  principal 
causes  for  these  rejections  were:  Without  immigration  visa  (726), 
likely  to  become  a  public  charge  (395),  mentally  or  physically  defective 
(131),  unable  to  read  (86),  and  criminal  and  immoral  classes  (63). 
In  the  same  year,  the  number  of  Mexican  aliens  deported  from  the 
the  United  States  after  entering  was  2,567. 

According  to  the  Fourteenth  Census  of  the  United  States,  the 
number  of  persons  born  in  Mexico,  who  resided  in  the  United  States 
in  1920,  was  486,418.  Since  then  the  net  increase  of  Mexicans  through 
immigration  was  369,480,  making  a  grand  total  of  855,898  Mexicans 
now  in  the  United  States.  In  view  of  the  very  considerable  number 
of  Mexican  aliens  presumed  to  be  illegally  in  this  country,  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  over  a  million  Mexicans  are  in  the  United  States  at  the  present 
time  and,  under  present  laws,  this  number  may  be  added  to  practi- 
cally without  limit. 

THE    BUREAU 

It  was  to  be  expected  that  the  administration  of  the  immigration 
act  of  1924  and  the  close  cooperation  necessary  with  the  Department 
of  State  would  result  in  a  greater  centralization  of  the  immigration 
work.  For  that  reason  it  is  deemed  proper  at  this  time  to  speak  of 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  which  have  fallen  upon  the  bureau 
itself.  There  has  been  a  material  increase  in  the  amount  of  work 
during  the  past  year,  as  compared  with  previous  years  under  the 
quota  laws.  The  standard  of  excellence  has  been  raised  and  main- 
tained. 

An  interesting  fact,  in  connection  with  the  bureau's  work,  is  the 
decrease  in  the  number  of  appeals  transmitted  for  aliens  excluded  at 
ports  of  entry.  This  is  a  natural  result  of  the  foreign  inspection.  It 
is  observed  that  the  appeals  which  do  come  forward  are  chiefly  upon 
visa  and  illiteracy  grounds,  rather  than  for  other  causes  under  the 
1917  act,  such  as  diseases,  physical  disabilities,  mental  infirmities, 
or  persons  likely  to  become  public  charges,  and  so  on.  This  is  a 
commentary  upon  the  success  of  the  act  and  the  foreign  inspection. 
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The  number  of  applications  to  import  contract  labor  has  increased, 
and  there  is  a  growing  tendency  to  apply  for  permission  to  import 
unskilled  labor,  of  which  there  is  undoubtedly  a  shortage  in  certain 
sections  of  the  country,  but  for  the  importation  of  which  there  is  no 
authority  in  law.  The  inquiries  from  all  classes  of  residents  con- 
cerning immigration  questions,  from  all  points  of  view,  have  greatly 
increased  in  volume,  compensating  for  any  decrease  that  may  be 
noticed  in  other  phases  of  the  work  pertaining  to  the  admission  of 
aliens.  The  interest  in  the  subject  generally  would  necessarily  be 
expected  to  manifest  itself  in  this  manner.  This  increase  represents 
a  transfer  of  interest,  also  from  the  ports  of  entry  to  the  country  of 
origin  abroad  where  the  alien  is  waiting  for  his  immigration  visa. 
The  immigrant  does  not  set  out  until  he  and  his  relatives  have  been 
advised  of  the  prospects  of  admission. 

While  the  law  is  being  most  carefully  administered  to  prevent  the 
entry  of  immigrants  under  the  guise  of  visitors,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
this  exemption  from  the  quota  is  being  employed  to  secure  permanent 
admission  for  those  who  can  not  obtain  a  place  in  the  quota.  The 
pressure  in  this  direction  is  very  great  upon  the  consuls  abroad, 
upon  the  immigration  officers  at  ports,  and  upon  the  department. 

PERMITS    TO    REENTER 

During  the  fiscal  year  just  closed,  119,254  applications  were  made 
by  alien  residents  of  the  United  States  for  permits  to  reenter  the 
country  after  a  temporary  visit  abroad.  This  is  an  increase  of 
29,254  over  the  preceding  year,  when  90,000  such  applications  were 
received.  As  a  result  of  the  119,254  applications  received  in  the  past 
year,  104,666  return  permits  were  issued  and  6,636  were  refused. 
The  refusals  were  mainly  for  failure  on  the  part  of  the  applicant  to 
establish  legal  entry  into  the  United  States.  The  number  of  exten- 
sions granted  during  the  same  period  on  permits  already  issued  was 
4,034. 

There  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  applications  for 
permits  refused  during  the  past  year  compared  with  the  number 
refused  during  the  previous  year,  the  proportion  falling  from  20  per 
cent  to  5  per  cent  of  the  number  applied  for. 

From  the  nature  of  the  document  issued,  it  is  necessary  that  the 
work  be  kept  current,  and,  to  give  an  idea  of  the  volume  of  work 
necessary  in  connection  with  issuing  permits,  it  might  be  stated  that 
over  65,000  separate  pieces  of  correspondence  were  received  during 
the  past  year. 

As  a  result  of  the  activities  of  the  permit  division  of  the  bureau  in 
the  issuance  of  permits  and  the  granting  of  extensions,  the  sum  of 
$326,100  was  turned  over  to  the  disbursing  office  of  the  department 
for  transmission  to  the  Treasury. 

VISA   PETITIONS 

The  section  of  the  immigration  act  of  1924  providing  for  the  filing 
of  a  petition  by  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  in  behalf  of  a  wife,  and 
unmarried  children  under  18  years  of  age,  for  issuance  of  nonquota 
visas,  and  for  preferential  status  in  the  issuance  of  quota  visas  to 
unmarried  children  over  18  and  under  21  years  of  age,  for  mother, 
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father,  or  husband,  resulted  in  23,856  petitions  being  filed  with  the 
Commissioner  General  of  Immigration  during  the  twelve-month 
period,  a  decrease  of  about  3,000  as  compared  with  the  preceding 
year.  Of  this  number  18,659  were  approved  and  approximately 
2,000  rejected.     The  petitions  approved  cover  about  30,000  aliens. 

IMMIGRANT   STUDENTS 

An  increase  of  458  is  noted  in  the  admission  of  nonquota  immigrant 
students  over  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  which  gives  1,920  admissions 
under  section  4(e)  of  the  immigration  act  of  1924  for  the  twelve  months, 
ended  June  30,  1926.  This  makes  a  total  admission  of  immigrant 
students  for  the  two  years  of  3,382,  of  which  400  have  completed 
their  studies  and  left  the  country,  which  latter  number,  although  a 
small  percentage  of  the  total  admissions  under  this  section,  is 
not  surprising,  as  most  students  come  with  the  expectation  of  remain- 
ing at  least  for  a  full  course  of  four  years. 

During  the  year  207  schools  have  been  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  Labor  as  institutions  of  learning  at  which  nonquota  immigrant 
students  may  study,  making  a  total  of  906  schools  now  on  the  list. 
Ninety-three  applicants  could  not  be  given  full  approva1 — many  of 
them  being  training  schools  for  nurses — but  have  been  approved  in 
individual  cases  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  consul  to  whom 
application  for  a  nonquota  visa  has  been  made. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  was  felt  the  student  provision  would  be 
taken  advantage  of  as  an  easy  means  of  entering  the  United  States 
with  the  hope  of  ultimately  securing  permanent  admission,  which 
belief  was  caused  partly  by  the  fact  that  no  bonding  provision  existed 
for  this  class  of  cases,  it  has  been  necessary  to  issue  warrants  for  but 
64  aliens  who  have  failed  to  maintain  a  satisfactory  student  status. 
Of  this  number  13  have  been  deported,  17  have  departed  voluntarily, 

13  warrants  were  canceled,  and  the  remaining  cases  have  been  held 
in  abeyance  for  determination  as  to  whether  the  alien  is  fulfilling 
the  terms  of  his  admission.  It  has  been  necessary  to  carry  15  of 
them  as  having  disappeared  without  prospect  of  locating  them. 

ADMINISTRATIVE   FINES 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  department  has  rendered  decisions 
as  indicated  in  the  statement  appearing  below.  The  total  amounts 
shown  will  not  correspond  with  the  sum  actually  covered  into  the 
Treasury  under  the  penal  provisions  of  the  immigration  act,  however, 
as  the  figures  herewith  include  decisions  up  to  and  including  the  last 
day  of  the  fiscal  year,  while  the  process  of  collection  will  delay  the 
deposit  of  some  of  these  fines  in  the  Treasury  until  considerably 
after  the  close  of  the  year.

It  is  evident  that,  as  a  result,  or  partly  as  a  result,  of  administrative 
fines  imposed  in  the  past,  steamship  companies  are  taking  greater 
care  to  prevent  the  transportation  of  inadmissible  aliens.  This  is 
shown  not  only  by  the  smaller  number  of  fine  cases  coming  before 
the  department  (though  the  amounts  thereof  are  greater  than  in 
past  years  owing  to  change  in  the  law)  but  by  the  evidence  presented 
by  the  lines  to  prove  their  contention  that  they  acted  in  good  faith 
and  did  all  that  they  could  to  ascertain  whether  the  aliens  on  whose 
account  fines  are  proposed  were  admissible,  and  that  they  did  not 
accept  them  for  passage  until  after  it  had  been  determined,  so  far 
as  possible,  that  they  would  be  permitted  to  land  in  the  United  States. 
Very  few  instances  arise  in  which  there  is  reason  to  suspect  that 
the  owners  of  the  line,  or  those  responsible  for  the  operation  of 
the  ships,  connive  at  violation.  Most  of  the  penalties,  therefore, 
are  imposed  for  errors  or  faults  of  omission  rather  than  com- 
mission, the  degree  of  diligence  exercised  being,  in  the  department's 
opinion,  less  than  that  required  by  the  law  or  by  the  facts  in  the 
individual  cases. 

The  detail  abroad  of  technical  advisers  on  immigration  matters 
has  done  much  to  lessen  the  number  of  prospective  or  proposed 
fines,  as  these  officers  have  examined  aliens  prior  to  embarkation 
and  have  not  permitted  those  to  embark  who,  in  their  judgment,, 
were  inadmissible  to  this  country. 

FINANCIAL   STATEMENT 

The  Congress  appropriated  $5,851,705  for  the  conduct  of  the 
immigration  Service  and  the  administration  of  the  various  laws  per- 
taining to  immigration  for  the  fiscal  year  1926.  The  following  state- 
ment shows  the  amount  made  available  for  each  object:

The  net  amount  expended  during  the  fiscal  year  1926  for  all  pur- 
poses, after  deducting  refunds  to  the  appropriation  for  expenditures 
not  properly  chargeable  against  the  Government,  was  $5,685,173.46, 
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leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $166,531.54.  Taking  into  consid- 
eration the  revenue  to  the  Government  incidental  to  the  operation  of 
the  Immigration  Service  the  past  year,  in  amount,  $4,229,499.06,  the 
net  cost  of  operating  the  Immigration  Service  for  the  past  12  months 
was  $1,455,674.40,  a  very  modest  sum  for  the  great  results  obtained 
and  the  importance  to  the  country  of  the  enforcement  of  the  immi- 
gration laws.

A  saving  to  the  appropriation  of  $107,278  was  made  during  the 
fiscal  year  1926  as  the  result  of  a  charge  of  50  cents  a  day  per  alien 
collected  from  steamship  companies  and  individuals  for  overnight 
maintenance  of  aliens  at  immigration  stations.  This  plan  was 
inaugurated  February  16,  1922,  and  up  to  the  close  of  June  30,  1926, 
$797,353  has  been  saved  to  the  Government. 

PERSONNEL 

During  the  fiscal  year  1926  several  important  changes  affecting 
personnel  were  put  into  effect,  the  principal  ones  being  the  assign- 
ment of  immigrant  inspectors  abroad  and  the  enlargement  and  reor- 
ganization of  the  immigration  border  patrol. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  fiscal  year  1925  several  immigrant 
inspectors  were  temporarily  detailed  to  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
.for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  feasibility  of  examining  prospec- 
tive immigrants  abroad.  The  results  obtained  through  this  experi- 
ment proved  highly  successful  and  during  the  fiscal  year  1926  the 
plan  was  permanently  adopted  and  extended  to  a  number  of  other 
foreign  countries.  Twenty-one  such  officers  are  now  on  duty  in 
European  countries. 

On  July  1,  1925,  the  personnel  of  the  coast  and  land-border  patrol 
was  472.  This  force  was  reorganized  and  strengthened  during  the 
year  until  it  reached  a  maximum  of  632  on  June  30,  1926,  the  average 
force  for  the  year  being  516.  The  additional  men  were  assigned  to 
duty  at  points  along  the  eastern  Canadian  border,  the  State  of  Florida 
and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  As  a  result  of  experience  gained  during 
the  year,  it  is  obvious  that  a  force  of  at  least  1,000  men  is  required 
to  establish  an  effective  enforcement  of  the  immigration  laws  at  all 
points  and  protect  the  country  against  alien  smuggling  activities. 

A  survey  of  institutions  and  investigations  conducted  in  the 
various  immigration  districts  discloses  that  there  are  a  considerable 
number  of  undesirable  aliens  in  the  United  States  unlawfully,  many 
of  them   public  charges.     As  a  consequence,  deportation  work  has 
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materially  increased.  It  is  estimated  that  at  least  150  additional 
immigrant  inspectors  are  needed  to  take  care  of  the  increase  in 
deportation  work,  and  if  this  force  can  be  provided,  the  men  will 
be  assigned  to  duty  in  cities  having  a  large  alien  population,  such  as 
New  York,  Chicago,  Pittsburgh,  Detroit,  and  Boston. 

ELLIS   ISLAND 

"Ellis  Island,''  as  the  immigration  station  at  the  port  of  New  York  is 
best  known,  has  always  furnished  one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  of 
administration.  With  the  advent  of  the  quota  restrictions  in  1921 
upon  the  number  that  might  come  through  immigration  channels,  the 
difficulties  at  New  York  were  intensified,  so  far  as  administrative 
officials  were  concerned,  even  though  the  volume  of  immigration  was 
greatly  reduced.  Further  and  more  complex  laws  and  regulations,  to 
which  were  added  quota  complications  and  passport  technicalities, 
not  to  mention  the  aggravated  competition  of  steamship  interests,  all 
combined  to  produce  a  situation  that  taxed  the  ingenuity  and  best 
efforts,  not  only  of  the  commissioner  of  immigration  at  the  port  but 
also  of  the  bureau  and  departmental  heads  at  Washington.  The 
further  narrowing  of  the  quotas  brought  about  by  the  act  of  1924  and 
the  distribution  of  arrivals  throughout  the  fiscal  year  made  necessary 
certain  readjustments  in  the  way  of  equipment  and  personnel.  The 
extension  of  the  foreign  inspection  during  the  past  year  has  also  con- 
tributed further  to  lessen  detentions  at  the  port,,  decrease  the  number 
of  appeal  cases,  and  generally  to  make  unnecessary  the  maintenance 
of  a  large  plant  on  the  scale  previously  required.  Administrative 
officials  have  made  substantial  progress  in  cutting  down  the  excessive 
salary  overhead  and  in  reallocating  the  force  without  sacrificing 
efficiency  or  law  enforcement.  There  has  in  fact  been  a  net  saving 
of  $68,718.62  on  salaries  over  the  fiscal  year  1925.  Further  efforts  to 
adjust  Ellis  Island  to  present-day  requirements  will  continue  to  be 
made,  and,  meanwhile,  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  New  York  has 
a  model  immigration  station,  of  which  the  country  may  well  be 
proud.  Often  the  object  of  unfavorable  comment  in  former  years, 
the  year  just  past  has  witnessed  a  much  more  favorable  popular 
attitude  toward  the  station  and  its  management.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  term  "Ellis  Island"  may  in  time  be  freed  from  any  unpleasant 
significance  in  the  thought  of  our  own  people  and  the  minds  of  the 
newcomers  to  our  shores,  and  that  the  greatest  immigration  station 
in  the  United  States  may  realize  for  itself  and  for  the  country  its 
fullest  possibilities.  Continued,  intelligent,  and  cooperative  adminis- 
tration will  surely  bring  this  about.  A  further  reduction  of  the 
present  force  wherever  possible  is  one  of  the  problems  that  is  receiv- 
ing the  earnest  thought  of  the  bureau.  It  is  hoped  that  a  consider- 
able saving  will  be  effected  in  the  near  future  by  the  elimination 
of  any  surplus  force.  Constructive  suggestions  along  this  line  are 
receiving  most  careful  consideration.  It  is  especially  desirable  that 
excess  personnel  at  the  Ellis  Island  immigration  station  be  eliminated, 
for  the  reason  that  constantly  increased  demands,  chiefly  along  the 
borders,  require  additions  to  the  inspection  forces  there;  indeed,  a 
significant  factor  of  the  immigration  situation  at  the  present  time  is 
the  transfer  of  activities  from  the  seaport  to  the  border  stations.     The 
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quota  restrictions,  while  in  many  respects  serving  to  simplify  the 
problems  of  administration  at  seaports,  have  greatly  increased  the 
duties  of  border  immigration  officers. 

BORDER  PATROL 

As  a  consequence  of  the  economic  and  industrial  situation  in  other 
countries,  the  number  of  aliens  that  would  enter  the  country  were 
it  not  for  the  restrictive  immigration  laws  is  problematical.  The 
number  of  applications  received  at  the  United  States  consulates 
indicates  that  the  immigration  to  this  country,  if  at  present  unre- 
stricted, would  perhaps  be  the  largest  in  our  history.  Many  aliens 
finding  themselves  unable  to  obtain  an  immigration  visa,  and  sur- 
rounded as  they  are  by  unfavorable  conditions  at  home,  naturally 
seek  other  means  of  gaining  entry  to  the  United  States,  where  pros- 
perity awaits  the  toiler.  It  is  moreover  a  more  or  less  peculiar 
trait  of  human  nature  that  we  desire  most  those  things  of  which  we 
are  deprived.  The  bureau  is  receiving  constant  reports  of  the  large 
numbers  of  aliens  who  have  left  their  home  countries  and  have  pro- 
ceeded to  foreign  contiguous  territory,  Cuba  and  elsewhere,  with  the 
one  and  only  purpose  of  eventually  gaining  entry  to  this  country. 
It  is  also  known  that  there  are  agencies,  international  in  their  scope 
and  operations,  that  are  engaged  in  assisting  aliens  to  effect  unlawful 
entry,  and  the  situation  is  one  which  requires  constant  vigilance,  if 
we  are  to  prevent  the  introduction  into  this  country  of  large  numbers 
of  aliens  of  a  highly  undesirable  type,  who  in  defiance  of  our  laws 
seek  to  settle  in  our  midst.  There  are  no  means  of  determining 
whether  these  classes  that  seek  to  enter  through  the  back  door  or 
by  underground  channels  are  infested  with  loathsome  and  conta- 
gious diseases;  whether  they  seek  to  spread  revolutionary  doctrines; 
whether  they  have  been  released  from  penal  institutions  with  the 
understanding  that  they  will  leave  their  country;  and  at  all  events 
the  manner  in  which  they  go  about  to  gain  entry  is  an  evidence 
that  they  have  no  respect  for  the  laws  of  this  country.  Confronted 
by  a  situation  of  this  kind,  it  is  most  fortunate  that  Congress  made 
provision  for  the  establishment  of  an  immigration  border  patrol 
service.  A  brief  history  of  the  formation  of  this  patrol  force  was 
given  in  the  last  annual  report  of  the  bureau.  At  that  time  there 
was  connected  with  it  an  authorized  force  of  472  employees.  As  the 
efforts  to  thwart  the  purpose  of  the  immigration  laws  are  constantly 
increasing,  it  has  become  more  and  more  apparent  that  the  immi- 
gration patrol  force  must  extend  its  operations,  and  consequently 
constant  efforts  have  been  made  to  increase  the  number  of  officers 
identified  with  it. 

Originally  this  force  operated  exclusively  along  the  land  bound- 
aries, but  it  soon  became  apparent  that  to  control  the  situation 
officers  must  be  stationed  in  Florida  and  in  other  places  along 
the  sea  and  Gulf  coasts,  and  accordingly  the  force  has  been 
added  to  until  it  now  numbers  632  employees.  When  it  is  taken 
into  consideration,  however,  that  our  land  boundaries  extend  for 
several  thousand  miles  on  the  north  and  south,  and  with  Cuba 
and  other  islands- — to  which  aliens  have  proceeded  for  no  other 
purpose  than  to  surreptitiously  enter  this  country — only  compara- 
tively short  distances  removed  from  our  seacoasts,  a  force  of  even 
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600  men  is  certainly  not  adequate  to  protect  the  country  properly 
from  an  unlawful  alien  invasion.  The  hope  is  expressed,  and  it  is 
confidently  believed,  that  as  the  needs  for  extending  the  service 
become  apparent  to  our  lawmakers,  they  will  supply  the  necessary 
funds  to  bring  this  force  up  to  the  standard  in  point  of  numbers  and 
equipment,  that  will  render  it  effective  against  any  means  that  may 
be  employed  by  aliens  and  others  to  circumvent  the  law.  By  this 
it  is  not  meant  that  the  situation  is  out  of  control  at  the  present 
time.  On  the  contrary,  the  immigration  border  patrol  force  has 
been  so  well  organized  and  the  officers  identified  with  it  so  zealous 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties  that,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  a  greater  number  of  aliens  are  seeking  unlawful  entry,  it  is 
confidently  believed  that  fewer  of  them  are  succeeding  than  in  former 
years.  The  force  must  be  increased,  however,  in  proportion  to  the 
efforts  made  by  aliens,  organizations,  and  individuals  to  circumvent 
the  law.  The  growing  number  of  highways  crossing  the  inter- 
national boundaries  and  their  increasing  use  by  visitors  from  one 
country  to  the  other  create  an  added  burden  upon  the  service  to 
turn  back  the  undesirable  alien  and  defeat  the  efforts  of  the  smuggler. 
With  the  ever-increasing  speed  of  land  and  water  vehicles,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  the  quite  common  use  of  aircraft,  the  advantages  of  the  smug- 
glers are  ever  increasing,  and  while  I  do  not  go  so  far  as  to  raise  the 
cry,  which  was  heard  throughout  the  world  during  the  late  war,  of  men 
and  more  men,  I  do  believe  that  there  is  a  pressing  necessity  for  a 
force  of  at  least  1,000  employees  in  the  border  patrol.  As  an  illus- 
tration of  the  effectiveness  of  this  service  the  following  table  contains 
a  brief  summary  of  its  activities  and  accomplishments :

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The  amount  of  liquor  seized  represents  seizures  for  only  three 
months,  namely,  April,  May,  and  June,  as  statistics  prior  to  that 
time  are  not  available.  A  fair  estimate  for  the  fiscal  year  would  be 
approximately  400,000  quarts.  This  liquor  was  turned  over  to 
prohibition  officers  and  other  agencies  engaged  primarily  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  prohibition  law.  During  these  three  months,  in 
addition  to  seizures  made,  56  persons  were  arrested  for  liquor  smug- 
gling and  turned  over  to  the  prohibition  squad  by  immigration  officers. 
It  should  be  understood  that  officers  identified  with  the  Immigration 
Service,  particularly  the  border  patrol,  do  not  confine  their  efforts  to 
the  prevention  of  alien  smuggling  but  engage  in  the  enforcement  of 
all  Federal  laws  which  have  to  do  with  the  unlawful  introduction 
into  this  country  of  contraband. 

The  work  in  which  patrol  officers  are  engaged  is  an  extremely 
hazardous  one  and  already  quite  a  number  of  officers  have  lost  their 
lives  in  the  line  of  duty.  In  some  sections  of  the  country  they  are 
not  infrequently  fired  upon  from  ambush,  and  it  is  a  tribute  to  their 
courage  that  in  spite  of  these  dangers  they  carry  on  with  unwavering 
zeal.  From  statements  made  by  smugglers  who  have  been  captured 
the  force  is  generally  recognized  by  this  unlawful  element  as  one  which  ^ 
carries  with  it  a  constant  menace  to  their  successful  operations.  The 
files  of  the  bureau  are  replete  with  reports  of  the  many  valiant  acts 
performed  by  officers  connected  with  the  patrol  force,  and  if  space 
permitted  some  of  them  would  be  incorporated  into  this  report,  in 
order  that  the  people  at  large  might  be  made  acquainted  with  the 
work  which,  they  are  performing  and  the  dangers  with  which  they  are 
confronted.  Only  recently  one  of  the  officers  on  the  Mexican  bound- 
ary became  suspicious  of  two  Mexican  youths,  and  through  his 
resourcefulness  it  was  brought  to  light  that  these  two  youths  had  just 
previously  murdered  an  American  citizen  traveling  by  automobile 
over  a  lonely  road,  thrown  his  body  into  a  cavern,  and  confiscated 
the  machine  that  he  was  driving,  which  they  had  subsequently 
wrecked.  This  is  only  one  of  many  instances  where  the  officers 
have  been  instrumental  in  bringing  law  violators  to  justice.  They 
are  in  many  respects,  therefore,  not  only  the  guardians  of  our  bound- 
ary, but  to  a  certain  extent  at  least  they  safeguard  the  interests  of 
the  people  of  the  communities  in  which  they  operate. 

The  bureau  is  justly  proud  of  this  force  and  its  accomplishments, 
and  I  take  this  occasion  to  pay  a  compliment  to  the  high  character 
of  the  officers  and  employees  identified  with  it. 

DEPORTATION    OF    ALIENS    UNDER    WARRANT 

The  deportation  of  undesirable  aliens  found  to  be  unlawfully  in  the 
United  States  has  developed  into  one  of  the  most  important  functions 
of  the  Immigration  Service.  This  is  substantiated  by  the  fact  that 
during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1926,  there  were  deported  from 
the  United  States  10,904  aliens,  including  those  permitted  to  reship 
one  way  foreign  and  otherwise  depart  from  this  country  in  lieu  of 
deportation,  and  consisting  of  practically  all  nationalities  and  classes. 
This  number  exceeds  that  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1925,  by 
1,409  and  is  the  greatest  number  deported  in  any  year  since  the 
establishment  of  the  Immigration  Service.  The  number  deported 
in  each  month  during  the  year  was  as  follows:

It  will  be  observed  that  during  the  month  of  June,  1,924  undesirable 
aliens  were  deported.  This  was  also  a  record  breaker,  that  number 
being  the  largest  ever  deported  in  a  single  month  in  the  history  of 
the  bureau.  % 

It  will  also  be  observed  from  the  foregoing  monthly  figures  that 
there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  activities  of  the  service  beginning 
with  the  month  of  March,  1926.  This  resulted  from  additional  funds 
being  made  available  by  Congress  for  use  of  the  service  in  conducting 
investigations  and  for  the  transportation  and  deportation  of  aliens 
found  unlawfully  within  the  United  States. 

Included  in  the  number  of  undesirable  aliens  disposed  of  through 
deportation  proceedings  during  the  fiscal  year  just  closed  were  1,087 
who  were  permitted  to  reship  one  way  foreign  as*  members  of  crews 
of  vessels  in  lieu  of  deportation  and  in  fulfillment  of  the  terms  of  the 
warrants  of  deportation  in  their  respective  cases,  560  who  were  per- 
mitted to  reship  after  arrest  and  in  time  to  obviate  the  necessity  for 
issuing  warrants  of  deportation,  and  868  who  were  permitted  to 
depart  voluntarily  at  their  own  expense  to  other  than  foreign  con- 
tiguous territory,  in  lieu  of  deportation.  In  ridding  the  country  of 
these  aliens  in  this  way  a  saving  to  the  Government  of  between 
$250,000  and  $300,000  was  effected. 

Of  the  number  of  aliens  removed  from  the  country  as  outlined  in 
the  foregoing  paragraphs,  2,077  were  returned  to  Canada  and  2,588 
to  Mexico.  The  remainder,  with  the  exception  of  589  Asiatics  and 
a  small  percentage  of  South  Americans  and  Africans,  were  deported 
to  European  countries.

Of  the  cases  originating  in  the  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  El  Paso, 
San  Antonio,  and  Galveston  districts,  750  were  deported  through  the 
port  of  Galveston,  Tex.,  instead  of  conveying  them  to  New  York, 
thereby  effecting  a  saving  to  the  Government  of  about  $52,500.

Over  one-half  of  the  number  of  aliens  deported  in  1926  entered  the 
country  over  the  northern  or  southern  land  boundaries,  3,341  coming 
from  south  of  the  Rio  Grande  and  2,904  from  Canada.  At  the 
Atlantic  seaports  S,539  entered  and  470  landed  at  Gulf  of  Mexico 
ports;  617  at  Pacific  ports;  and  33  at  ports  in  the  outlying  possessions 
of  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Porto  Rico.  Of  the  10,904  aliens  deported 
this  year,  5,088  were  sent  to  European  countries,  2,588  to  Mexico, 
2,077  to  Canada,  589  to  Asia,  and  the  remaining  562  to  Cuba  and  the 
other  countries.  Of  the  year's  deportees,  2,039  were  returned  at  the 
expense  of  the  steamship  companies  bringing  them  to  our  shores.  In 
the  cases  of  6,910  aliens  the  Government  paid  the  transportation 
charges,  mainly  to  Canada  and  Mexico,  where  little  or  no  expense 
was  incurred  beyond  the  border.2 

In  the  transportation  and  deportation  of  aliens  the  bureau  con- 
tinues to  practice  the  maximum  of  economy  and  with  that  end  in 
view  judiciously  controls  the  movement  of  deportees  from  point  to 
point  within  the  States  as  well  as  en  route  foreign.  During  the  fiscal 
year  under  discussion  it  authorized  the  movement  of  60  large  groups, 
or  parties,  of  aliens  to  ports  of  deportation,  30  of  which  were  trans- 
continental, handling  over  4,000  aliens  by  this  method.  Through 
negotiation  with  the  various  railroads  and  steamship  lines  these 
deportation  parties  were  moved  at  the  lowest  obtainable  rate  and  a 
saving  of  fully  $12,000  thereby  effected.

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The  average  cost  of  deportation  was  about  $75  per  alien,  which  is 
considered  very  low  in  view  of  the  amount  of  labor  and  the  intricacies 
connected  therewith. 

A  survey  conducted  by  the  bureau  discloses  that  there  are  approxi- 
mately GO, 000  undesirable  aliens  confined  in  State  and  Federal  insti- 
tutions against  whom  deportation  proceedings  have  not  been  insti- 
tuted. Of  this  number  it  is  estimated  that  approximately  10,000 
are  subject  to  deportation  under  the  existing  statute.  The  support 
of  these  aliens  in  our  institutions  is  an  immense  burden  upon  the 
se"\  eral  States,  and  relief  should  be  given  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.  Tens  of  thousands  of  aliens  are,  no  doubt,  in  this  country 
illegally — visitors  who  have  overstayed  their  time,  deserting  seamen, 
aliens  who  smuggled  across  the  land  boundaries,  and  the  like.  The 
bureau's  records  show  that  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1926,  there 
were  pending  5,318  cases  in  which  warrants  of  deportation  had  been 
issued,  the  largest  number  for  a  similar  period  on  record.  Of  this 
number  499  were  detained  at  immigration  stations  and  1,192  in 
jails  or  hospitals,  at  the  expense  of  the  immigration  appropriation; 
595  detained  at  the  expense  of  other  Government  services;  1,438 
at  the  expense  of  States  and  cities;  1,594  released  on  bond. 

It  is  quite  obvious  that  there  is  a  vast  amount  of  warrant  and 
deportation  work  ahead  of  the  bureau,  and  only  an  adequate  appro- 
priation of  funds  and  suitable  legislation  are  needed  to  carry  it  on 
effectively. 

NEW    LEGISLATION 

The  past  year  has  seen  three  important  legislative  changes 
which  I  believe  warrant  comment. 

The  act  of  May  26,  1926,  relating  to  alien  veterans  of  the  armed 
forces  of  the  United  States  during  the  period  of  the  World  War  is  of 
very  wide  application,  and  under  it  provision  is  made  for  the  admis- 
sion of  such  veterans  not  only  without  regard  to  the  quota  but  also 
without  regard  to  many  of  the  general  provisions  of  the  law.  In 
addition,  their  wives  and  minor  children  accompanying  or  following 
to  join  them  within  six  months  are  exempted  from  the  quota.  It  is 
estimated  that  there  were  in  1924  from  12,000  to  15,000  such  veterans 
in  Italy  alone.  It  is  believed  that  this  number  represents  the  largest 
group  in  any  one  country,  but  the  figures  for  the  coming  year  will  be 
interesting  indeed  in  showing  the  effect  of  this  relaxation  of  our 
restrictive  policy.  It  will  enable  many  expatriated  naturalized 
American  citizens  to  return,  with  the  families  they  have  acquired 
abroad,  and  will,  no  doubt,  prove  an  important  exception  to  the 
quota  law.  The  burden  of  administering  this  act  falls  directly  upon 
the  Consular  Service. 

In  its  effect  upon  the  admission  of  immigrants  exempt  from  the 
quota,  the  act  of  July  3,  1926,  pertaining  to  the  wives  and  children 
of  ministers  and  professors  who  entered  the  United  States  before  July 
1,  1924,  was  next  in  importance.  Under  it,  for  a  period  of  one  year, 
this  class  of  immigrant  may  be  admitted  upon  showing  that  the 
husband  and  father  entered  in  pursuit  of  the  exempt  vocation.  This, 
I  am  glad  to  say,  is  in  accord  with  a  recommendation  which  I  included 
in  my  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1925,  and  I  am  certain  that 
the  opportunity  may  well  be  given,  if  only  for  so  limited  a  period, 
for  these  relatives  to  qualify  under  our  laws  for  admission. 
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By  another  act,  of  May  26,  1926,  Congress  has  provided  for  the 
admission  to  Porto  Rico  without  regard  to  the  immigration  act 
of  1924,  subject,  however,  to  the  burden  of  proving  their  status,  of 
Spanish  residents  of  that  territory  who  elected  to  retain  their  Spanish 
citizenship  under  the  treaty  of  April  11,  1899,  between  the  United 
States  and  Spain.  This  measure,  while  entirely  just  in  its  application 
to  these  residents  of  Porto  Rico,  is  not  of  broad  application. 

I  regard  the  air  commerce  act  of  1926  as  the  most  far-reaching 
act  of  the  last  session  of  Congress,  in  its  effect  upon  future  immigra- 
tion, and  at  the  present  time  I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  far- 
reaching  changes  in  the  law  and  regulations  will  be  necessary  to  give 
this  act  effect  at  designated  air  ports  of  entry  for  aliens.  The  draft- 
ing of  regulations  for  the  purpose  is  under  way,  and  I  may  say  that 
the  bureau  has  already  received  proposals  for  the  establishment  of 
three  air  lines  for  the  carrying  of  passengers  across  our  land  and  coast 
boundaries.  I  regard  it  as  essential  that  there  be  close  cooperation 
between  the  Departments  of  State,  Treasury,  Commerce,  and  Labor 
in  the  efficient  and  economical  administration  of  this  act. 

LEGISLATION   RECOMMENDED 

The  preparation  of  this  report  affords  me  the  opportunity  of 
bringing  to  your  attention  ways  in  which  I  believe  the  immigration 
situation  may  be  still  further  improved,  and  our  administration  of 
what  has  now  become  a  complex  body  of  law  made  more  efficient. 
Some  of  the  following  were  made  heretofore: 

First.  Subdivisions  (b),  (c),  (d),  and*(e)  of  section  11  of  the  immi- 
gration act  of  1924,  under  which  the  allotments  will  be  determined 
according  to  national  origin  rather  than  by  country  of  birth,  should  be 
rescinded.  The  advantages  of  the  present  method,  for  administrative 
purposes,  are  its  simplicity  and  certainty  and  the  further  fact  that  it 
is  well  established  by  practice  for  more  than  five  years,  the  allotments 
under  the  previous  quota  law  having  been  thus  ascertained. 

Second.  A  quota  should  be  fixed  for  natives  of  countries  of  the 
Western  Hemisphere,  and  section  4  (c)  amended  accordingly.  The 
stream  of  immigration  of  these  peoples  should  quite  properly  be 
checked  to  accord  with  the  limitations  which  have  been  placed  upon 
the  migration  of  our  parent  stock  from  Europe.  The  design  of  the 
present  law  is  obviously  to  bring  to  our  shores  in  reasonable  numbers 
the  races  and  peoples  from  which  we  are  descendants,  and  we  are  not 
justified  at  the  same  time  in  permitting  the  unlimited  flow  of  im- 
migrants from  this  hemisphere. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  quotas  in  1921,  a  total  of  approximately 
900,000  natives  of  nonquota  countries  have  been  admitted.  If 
quotas  were  fixed  for  those  countries  only  something  over  100,000 
might  have  entered  for  permanent  residence. 

Third.  A  permit  to  reenter  the  United  States,  once  issued  to  an 
alien  resident,  should  be  made  prima  facie  evidence  of  his  right  to 
return,  barring  fraud  or  disease.  We  should  treat  the  alien  who  is 
legally  within  our  gates  with  the  utmost  fairness.  To  give  an  alien 
a  permit  to  reenter,  which  he  has  a  right  to  believe  entitled  him  to 
readmission,  and  then  to  bar  him  because  of  some  requirement — which 
he  has  previously  met  and  passed — is  an  injustice  of  which  no  gov- 
ernment should  be  guilty,  and  gives  rise  to  a  great  deal  of  justifiable 
criticism  of  our  governmental  methods. 
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Fourth.  While  not  an  onu -rgent  matter,  omission  from  section  15 
of  authority  for  the  immigration  officers  at  ports  of  entry  to  require 
a  bond  for  the  admission  of  immigrant  students  is  a  defect  which  was 
not  foreseen,  and  which  should  be  remedied  if  any  change  at  all  is 
made.  Great  liberality  should  be  shown  to  those  who  seek  to  avail 
themselves  of  our  educational  institutions,  but  at  the  same  time  I  feel 
that  the  bureau  should  have  the  opportunity,  when  it  deems  neces- 
sary, to  exact  a  bond  that  the  immigration  law  shall  not  be  violated 
by  those  who  come  as  students.  The  present  situation  works  to  the 
disadvantage  of  the  alien  in  obliging  the  port  officials  to  exclude  a 
doubtful  case,  whereas  if  bond  conditions  were  possible,  as  we  now  have 
for  nonimmigrants  under  section  3,  it  would  enable  the  port  officials 
to  resolve  any  doubt  in  favor  of  the  applicant. 

Fifth.  A  nonquota  status  in  the  issuance  of  immigration  visas 
should  be  given  to  the  parents,  to  the  husband,  and  to  the  children 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  21  of  citizens  of  the  United  States.  The 
number  to  be  benefited  by  this  relaxation  of,  our  policy  is  not  large 
and  considerations  of  fairness  and  humanity  fully  support  my  recom- 
mendation. Certainly  American  wives  should  have  the  right  to 
petition  for  nonquota  status  for  their  alien  husbands  just  as  we  now 
confer  the  right  upon  American  husbands  to  petition  for  nonquota 
status  for  their  alien  wives. 

Sixth.  A  refund  of  passage  money  should  not  be  made,  as  it  now  is, 
to  an  alien  who  by  his  own  fraud  and  deceit  has  prevailed  upon  a" 
steamship  company  to  bring  him,  although  inadmissible,  to  a  United 
States  port,  and  I  believe  that  the  law  should  be  amended  accordingly. 

Seventh.  A  general  discretion  with  regard  to  the  excluding  pro- 
visions of  the  immigration  laws  should  be  vested  in  the  Secretary  of 
Labor  to  readmit  expatriated  native  and  naturalized  citizens. 

Eighth.  Some  consideration  has  already  been  given  to  the  enact- 
ment of  a  law  providing  for  the  forfeiture  and  seizure  by  the  Immi- 
gration Service  of  vehicles  used  in  smuggling,  or  attempting  to 
smuggle,  aliens  into  the  United  States.  A  measure  similar  to  the 
one  under  which  customs  seizures  are  now  made  should  be  enacted 
and  would  unquestionably  prove  not  only  a  great  deterrent  to  smug- 
gling activities  but  also  be  of  great  assistance  to  immigration  and 
border  patrol  officers  in  providing  vehicles  for  their  use  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties. 

Ninth.  We  have  given  much  consideration  to  the  alien  applicant 
for  admission,  and  I  feel  that  our  difficulties  from  that  point  of  view 
are  well  on  the  way  toward  solution.  There  remains,  however,  the 
problem  of  the  alien  already  within  the  boundaries  who  has  not  com- 
plied with  the  law.  My  sympathy  goes  out  to  those  who  have  taken 
up  their  permanent  residence  here  and  who,  from  all  points  of  view, 
are  desirable  as  citizens,  except  for  some  technical  irregularity  in  the 
record  of  their  entry  which  occurred  before  any  quota  restriction 
became  effective.  Legislative  provision  should  be  made  to  legalize 
the  residence  of  these  people  by  nunc  pro  tunc  examinations  before 
immigrant  inspectors  and  officers  of  the  Public  Health  Service,  thus 
dispensing  with  the  unnecessary  hardship  of  departure  and 
reapplication  under  the  existing  quotas. 

Tenth.  I  further  believe  that  if  a  measure  providing  for  legaliza- 
tion of  the  residence  of  certain  aliens  is  enacted,  it  should  confer  a 
discretion  upon  the  Secretary  of  Labor  to  permit  the  permanent 
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residence  here  of  political  refugees  who  are  now  in  the  country  under 
a  nonimmigrant  status. 

Eleventh.  I  wish  again  to  stress  the  need  for  a  broader  measure 
providing  for  the  deportation  of  aliens  who  entered  without  inspec- 
tion and  of  alien  criminals  and  public  charges,  and  to  emphasize  that 
some  penalty  in  addition  to  deportation  should  be  imposed  upon  those 
who  attempt  to  gain  admission  surreptitiously  or  by  false  and  mis- 
leading statements. 

Twelfth.  Apropos  of  the  above,  I  should  like  to  invite  your  par- 
ticular attention  to  the  recommendations  which  you  will  find  earlier 
in  this  report,  that  an  addition  of  150  immigrant  inspectors  to  our 
present  force  be  made  possible  and  that  the  border  patrol  force  be 
increased  to  1,000. 

Thirteenth.  As  a  protection  to  those  who  are  legally  here  and  to 
discourage  attempts  to  gain  admission  in  violation  of  our  statutes, 
authority  and  funds  should  be  given  the  department  to  make  a 
country-wide  survey  and  registration  of  our  alien  population,  and 
to  institute  a  registration  system  for  newcomers.  We  can  not  more 
than  estimate  the  number  who  are  here  unlawfully  and  who  are 
daily  effecting  entry  surreptitiously  and  by  means  of  false  and  mis- 
leading statements;  but  with  the  result  of  such  a  survey  and  registra- 
tion we  could  approach  Congress  with  the  proper  recommendations 
for  legislative  control  of  the  alien  problem. 

Fourteenth.  The  very  nature  of  the  services  performed  by  immigra- 
tion officers  requires  that  they  be  subject  to  transfer  at  will  throughout 
35  immigration  districts,  including  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  and  in 
justice  to  them  and  to  the  service  at  large  provision  should  be  made 
for  the  payment  of  their  traveling  expenses  and  the  expense  of  mov- 
ing their  families  and  effects  in  the  line  of  duty. 

Fifteenth.  Reference  to  the  statistics  in  the  earlier  portion  of  the 
report  will  show  that  the  number  of  alien  visitors  or  nonimmigrants 
admitted  each  year  is  impressive.  With  the  careful  scrutiny  that  their 
cases  are  given  by  the  consuls  abroad,  assisted  by  technical  advisers, 
and  also  at  the  ports  of  entry,  I  doubt  that  any  considerable  num- 
ber are  utilizing  this  exemption  as  a  means  to  evade  the  quota. 
However,  I  do  feel  that  there  is  undoubtedly  a  certain  percentage  of 
this  number  whose  admission  as  visitors  is  doubtful,  and  in  addition 
there  are  many  who  in  good  faith  alter  their  intention  after  visiting 
the  country  and  take  up  permanent  residence  here.  To  keep  a  check 
upon  these  latter  cases  and  to  insure  their  departure  we  should  have 
an  additional  inspection  and  clerical  staff.  The  additional  personnel 
would  not  amount  to  any  considerable  number  and  their  efforts 
would  have  a  salutary  effect  upon  further  attempts  of  that  nature, 
and  would  do  much  to  educate  the  public  in  this  feature  of  the  law, 
which  is  possibly  not  clearly  understood.  A  system  of  keeping  check 
on  visitors  would  enable  the  department  to  be  more  liberal  in  ex- 
tending the  time  allotted  an  alien  visitor. 

Sixteenth.  It  is  exceedingly  desirable,  in  view  of  the  great  exten- 
sion of  the  bureau's  activities,  and  especially  of  the  vast  amount  of 
accounting  for  small  amounts  made  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  of  reentry  permits  under  section  10  of  the  immigration  act 
of  1924,  that  sufficient  appropriation  be  provided  to  enable  the  bureau 
to  install  a  detailed  modern  accounting  system.  The  bureau  has 
handled  for  the  past  year  over  $300,000  in  $3  amounts,  in  connec- 
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tion  with  the  issuance  of  reentry  permits  alone.  With  the  available 
personnel  it  is  simply  impossible  to  conduct  the  proper  audit  of  the 
bureau's  business  the  way  it  should  be  conducted  in  accounting  for 
Government  funds. 

The  bureau  is  responsible  in  one  way  or  another  for  over  a  million 
dollars  annually,  and  these  very  considerable  receipts  should  be 
safeguarded  by  a  proper  modern  accounting  system. 

Seventeenth.  In  conclusion,  let  me  urge  a  codification  of  the  com- 
plex body  of  laws  under  which  we  are  now  working.  Immigration 
legislation  dates  back  to  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth  century, 
and  our  laws  are  administered  in  correlation  to  many  other  measures 
pertaining  to  naturalization,  passports,  and  citizenship.  The  need 
for  such  codification  has  long  been  manifest,  and  I  feel  that  if  this 
were  accomplished  it  would  be  of  the  greatest  possible  assistance 
practically  to  every  officer  and  employee  of  a  service  which  has  now 
grown  to  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  Government.  Any  revision 
or  codification  of  the  law  should  have  as  its  basis  the  act  of  1924  and 
bring  into  conformity  with  this  act  all  other  pertinent  legislation. 

CONCLUSION 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  desire  to  make  special  mention  of  the 
fine  spirit  of  cooperation  which  has  characterized  the  Immigration 
Service  during  the  past  year.  The  enforcement  of  the  immigration 
laws  to-day  is  a  task  sufficient  to  engage  the  best  efforts  of  the  force 
now  available.  I  feel  that  the  result  attained  has  been  a  most  favor- 
able one.  The  various  district  heads  and  their  assistants,  the  rank 
and  file  of  the  inspection  force,  and  clerical  staff  have  all  contributed 
to  make  it  possible  for  the  bureau  to  function  w^th  remarkable  ease 
during  what  I  regard  as  the  most  notable  year  in  immigration  history. 
Practically  the  entire  field  force  has  been  compelled  to  work  overtime 
week  days  and  often  on  Sundays  and  holidays.  They  are  entitled 
to  the  gratitude  of  the  country  at  large  as  well  as  the  bureau  and  the 
department.  Substantial  progress  has  been  made  toward  better 
organization,  and  another  year  will  increasingly  show  this  improve- 
ment. I  wish  also  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Consular  Service,  Public  Health  officials,  Customs  Service, 
and  officials  of  the  various  other  governmental  departments,  all  of 
whom  have  shown  a  real  spirit  of  cooperation.
